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GETTING STARTED 


CHARTS 


All twenty patterns in this book are written using UK crochet terms, and 
each design includes the relevant crochet charts to complete the project. 


These charts use the standard universal crochet symbols; there is a full 
list of these symbols, including both UK and US terminology, to 
familiarize yourself with before diving headlong into the patterns (see 
Pattern Abbreviations and Symbols). 


If you are unfamiliar with any of the stitches used, refer to the handy 
Techniques section, which includes a step-by-step guide for each type 
of stitch. 


Crochet charts read exactly as a piece of crochet is created. Motifs 
worked in the round start at the centre, beginning with the foundation 
chain or adjustable ring, and are read anticlockwise, just as they are 
crocheted, with the start of each new round being numbered 
accordingly. Generally, motifs worked in rows begin at the bottom or 
bottom left corner with a foundation chain; odd numbered rows are then 
worked from right to left and even numbered rows are worked left to 
right. One more thing to note: the crochet charts do not include 


information on colour placement; for this, please refer to the written 
pattern or any diagrams provided. 
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TENSION 


The patterns also include information on tension (gauge) and the type of 
tension swatch you will need to work before you begin your project. In 
most cases it will be a blocked version of one of these three samples: 


- a standard granny square motif worked in three treble shells of up to 
eight rounds, depending on the weight of yarn being used 


— a simple circular motif worked in treble stitches with a twelve stitch 
increase in each round, up to eight rounds as before 


— a square swatch with rows of treble stitches built from a foundation 
chain 


Take note of how each finished project should be blocked and use this 
method for blocking your tension swatch (see Blocking). Measure your 
stitch count over a 10cm (4in) grid to see if it matches the required 
tension. If it does, you can get started on your lovely project. However, if 
you have too many stitches you will need to go up a hook size, and if 
you have too few you will need to go down a hook size. You may need to 
experiment a little with hook sizes until you get the tension right, but this 
is an essential part of any project. If you do not match your tension 
accurately your project may not come out at the right size, or worse you 
may end up running out of yarn! 


Checking your tension carefully is especially useful when substituting the 
recommended yarn with your own favourite. Once you have accurately 
matched your tension you will then need to cross reference the meterage 
of the recommended yarn with your substitute to determine how much 
you will need to complete your project. Each pattern already includes a 
reasonable allowance so you should aim to match the quantity of the 
stated yarn as closely as possible. 


BLOCKING 


Most of the projects in this book require steam blocking or pressing. This 
is my preferred method for blocking crochet as it is quick, easy and less 
likely to distort the finished piece than using the wet-blocking process. 
Crochet fabric is much denser than knitted fabric, using up to a third 
more yarn than knitting, so it will hold more water than knitted fabric 
during the wet-blocking process, making it heavier and more prone to 
stretching or distorting in ways it shouldn't. 


To steam block you will need both a steam iron and a press cloth. A 
press cloth can be a simple sheet of fine cotton, or any heat-proof fabric 
that will allow steam to pass through it while protecting your projects 
from accidental scorching. Small projects can be easily blocked on an 
ironing board but for a large blanket you will obviously need a larger 
surface, such as a floor. To protect your floor lay out old blankets or 
sheets to a size larger than your project (vintage wool blankets are ideal 
here), then lay your project on top smoothing out any creases. For 
circular and lap blankets, start at the centre and work outward gently 
adjusting as you go until the final shape lies neatly, and using a tape 
measure to ensure even proportions. For larger blankets, it is best to 
start at a corner and fan out from there. 


PATTERN ABBREVIATIONS & SYMBOLS 


GENERAL ABBREVIATIONS 

UK crochet terms are used throughout the written project patterns; 
please be aware that these differ slightly from US stitch terms. The 
crochet charts, however, use standard stitch symbols and both UK and 
US translations are included here for ease of reference. Note that US 
stitches are referenced [in brackets] in the Techniques section.

GARLANDS & DECORATIONS 


FLOWER GARLANDS 


oome crocheters find the humble granny square to be 
their crochet therapy, but for me it's flowers - in all 
colours, sizes and shapes. It is my opinion that an hour 
spent with a crochet hook and gorgeous floral-coloured 
yarn making a pile of pretty petals is an hour spent very 
wisely indeed. | have designed three pretty floral motifs 
and two sizes of leaf for this garland. The pattern 
instructions describe one possible arrangement for 
stringing them together, but with a little imagination they 
can be combined in dozens of different ways with 
almost endless colour combinations. Let your 
imagination run free! 
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Tools and Materials 


Size 3.5mm (US E4) and 1.5mm (US 7) crochet hooks 

50g balls (115m/126yd) of Rowan Cotton Glacé, one each in shades 
865/Lipstick (yarn A), 730/Oyster (yarn B), 856/Mineral (yarn C), 
845/Shell (yarn D), 844/Green Slate (yarn E) and 100g ball 
(400m/437yd) of DMC Petra size 5, one in shade 54460/Off-white 
(yarn F) 

Yarn needle

Yarn Substitution 


This design will work well with any standard DK (worsted) weight cotton 
yarn or lighter, so that the motifs don't become too heavy for the 
garland. If using DK cotton yarn one 50g ball will be enough to complete 
a garland in a single colour. 


Tension (Gauge) 


6 rnds of circular motif worked in tr sts (12st inc each rnd) = 10cm (4in) 


Finished Size 
Flowers vary from 6-6.5cm (295-2 ^in) diameter 


Length of garland approx. 1.45m (57in) 


TIPS AND TRICKS 


This garland is designed to hang vertically but you could easily work 
a small hanging loop at either end to hang it in a swag if you prefer. 
To do so, join yarn F in first motif, ch20, ss into same sp as joined 
yarn, then continue stringing the garland motifs together as 
described. To make a multiple garland display as shown, you will 
also need a 50g ball of Rowan Cotton Glacé in shade 725/Ecru. 


PATTERN 


All flower and leaf motifs are crocheted using the 3.5mm hook. 


> 8-PETAL FLOWER MOTIF 


Make 4, one each in yarns A, B, C and D. 


Foundation ring and round 1: create an adjustable ring, ch3 (counts as 
first tr), 15tr into ring, close ring, ss into 3rd ch of starting ch3 


Round 2: ch5 (counts as first htr, ch3), *miss 1st of prev rnd, [htr, ch3] 
into next st* rep from * to * 7 times, ss into 2nd ch of starting ch5 


Round 3: ch1, *ss into next ch-sp, ch4, 3dtr-cl into same ch-sp, ch4, ss 
into same ch-sp* rep from * to * 8 times, ss into starting ch1, fasten off 


> 5-PETAL FLOWER MOTIF 


Make 4, one each in yarns A, B, C and D. 


Foundation ring and round 1: create an adjustable ring, ch2, 3tr-cl 
(counts as first Atr-cl), *ch4, 4tr-cl* rep from * to * 4 times, ch4, close ring, 
ss into top of 3tr-cl 

Round 2: ch1, [dc, htr, tr, 3dtr, tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into 
first dc, fasten off 


> 7-PETAL FLOWER MOTIF 


Make 4, one each in yarns A, B, C and D. 


Foundation ring and round 1: create an adjustable ring, ch2 (counts as 
first htr), 13htr into ring, close ring, ss into 2nd of starting ch2 


Round 2: ch5, *miss 1st tr of prev rnd, [htr, ch3] into next st* rep from * 
to * 6 times, ss into 2nd of starting ch5 


Round 3: ch1, [dc, htr, tr, ch3, dc into 3rd ch from hook, tr, htr, dc] into 
each ch-sp around, ss into first dc, fasten off 


>œ LARGE LEAF MOTIF 


Make 4 in yarn E. 
Foundation chain: ch8 


Round 1: starting in 2nd ch from hook *dc, htr, 3tr, htr, dc*, ch3 (leaf 
point), rotate the work and rep from * to * along the bottom of the 
foundation ch, turn 

Round 2: ch1, dc, htr, tr, 2tr inc, Str, [8tr, ch2, Str] into leaf point ch-sp, 
Str, 2tr inc, tr, htr, dc, turn 

Round 3: ch1, miss 1st tr of prev rnd, 2dc, 2dc inc into next 2 sts, 6dc,

Hanging loop: ch20, ss into same sp as last dc into 8-petal flower motif,

POLKA DOT STREAMER 


These polka dot motifs were originally inspired by 
antique penny rugs that were hand sewn using woollen 
clothing scraps to create something new, beautiful and 
useful. | have chosen my favourite linen yarn to crochet 
these streamers, which comes in a stunning range of 
colours and | often have lots of leftovers that are perfect 
for crocheting polka dot motifs. Thanks to this streamer 
design, you can keep adding new polka dots whenever 
your stash of leftovers begins to overflow! 
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Small-centre motif 


Tools and Materials 


Size 3mm (US C2 or D3) crochet hook 

50g balls (300m/330yds) of Yarn Stories Linen 3ply (laceweight), one 
each in shades 102/Off-white (yarn A), 406/Peach, 302/Emerald, 
703/Yellow, 605/Sky, 310/Mint, 407/Magenta and 409/Orange 

Yarn needle 


Scissors 


Yarn Substitution 


This design will work well with almost any other weight of yarn, | would 
recommend 4ply or double knit (fingering or worsted) weight so that the 
streamer doesn't become too heavy. 


Tension (Gauge) 


Using 2 strands of yarn held together, 6 rnds in tr sts (12st increase each 
rnd) = 10cm (4in) 


Finished Size 
Polka dot motifs approx. 5cm (2in) diameter 


Length of garland approx. 2.3m (2%yd) 


TIPS AND TRICKS 


This is the perfect project for using up oddments of sock yarns or 
beautiful hand-dyed snippets that you can't bear to lose. 


COLOUR PLACEMENT 
Off-white

PATTERN 


Each polka dot motif is worked with two strands of the same colour yarn 
held together throughout. 


The main colour of the streamer is off-white (yarn A), which is used in 
round 1 of each small-centre motif and round 3 of each large-centre 
motif. The remaining colours (referred to as 'second colour' below) are 
then repeated in every seven motifs and six times throughout the 
streamer; refer to the colour placement diagram as a guide. 


Begin the streamer with a small-centre motif then a large-centre motif, 
which is joined-as-you-go to the first motif. Then repeat a small-centre 
motif joining it to the second motif as you go. Continue in this way 
alternating between the two motif variations and repeating colours as 
described above. 


SMALL-CENTRE MOTIF‏ حا 


Make 21 (first and every alternate motif). 
Foundation ring: using yarn A and 3mm hook, ch5, ss to form ring 
Round 1: ch3 (counts as first tr), 11tr into ring (12sts), fasten off invisibly 


Round 2: join second colour in any st, ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into base 
of ch3, 2tr inc into each st around, ss to 3rd of starting ch3 (24sts) 


First motif only round 3: ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into base of ch3, tr 
into next st "2tr inc, tr* rep from * to * around (36sts), fasten off invisibly 


Third and every following alternate motif round 3: ch3 (counts as first 
tr), tr into base of ch3, tr into next st "2tr inc, tr* rep from * to * 6 times, jn 
into first st of rnd 3 of prev motif, rep from * to * 6 more times (36sts), 
fasten off invisibly 


> LARGE-CENTRE MOTIF 

Make 22 (second and every alternate motif). 

Foundation ring: using second colour and 3mm hook, ch5, ss to form 
ring 

Round 1: ch3 (counts as first tr), 11tr into ring, ss to 3rd of starting ch3 


(12sts) 


Round 2: ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into base of ch3, 2tr inc into each st 
around (24sts), fasten off invisibly 


Round 3: join yarn A in any st, ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into base of ch3, 
tr into next st "2tr inc, tr* rep from * to * 6 times, jn into first st of rnd 3 of 
prev motif, rep from * to * 6 more times (36sts), fasten off invisibly 

> BLOCKING 


Using a press cloth, steam press on reverse with a hot iron. 


PAPER FLOWER CHARMS 


These flower charms are made using a simple white 
paper twine, which creates a wonderful lacy effect even 
in the most basic crochet stitches. They are quick to 
crochet and can be used to decorate a bare branch all 
year round, or you could choose a more festive colour 
palette and give them as gifts during the holiday season. 


Tools and Materials 


٠ Size 3.5mm (US E4) crochet hook 

120m (130yd) spool of Paperphine medium paper twine in white 
e Three 2.5 x 6.5cm (1 x 2%in) fabric snippets per flower charm 

٠ One 2.5cm (1in) button per flower charm 

Yarn needle 


e Scissors 


Yarn Substitution 


This flower pattern is designed specifically for paper twine and does not 
translate well into other yarns. 


opecial Stitches 
pf = place fabric snippet 


Work as follows: take one fabric snippet and gather it at the centre, place 
the gather between your hook and working yarn, then tightly work a 
chain stitch to hold it in place. 


Tension (Gauge) 


The finished flower motif should measure 9cm (3'/^in) in diameter.

TIPS AND TRICKS 


Paper twine is a robust yarn and needs a firm hand to work it. It's 
not as delicate as you might think and is almost impossible to break 
or snap with just your hands. A tight grip is essential when working 
with paper twine to keep it under control, so that the tension in your 
finished flowers isn't too loose. 


PATTERN 


> FLOWER MOTIF 

Foundation ring: using paper twine and 3.5mm hook, ch8, ss to form 
ring 

Round 1: ch3 (counts as first tr), 29tr into ring, ss into 3rd of starting ch3 


Round 2: ch4 (counts as first htr, ch2), *miss 1 st of prev rnd, htr into 
next st, ch2* rep from * to * 14 times, ss into 2nd of starting ch4 


Round 3: *ss into next ch-sp, ch4, [dtr, tr, htr, dc] into ch-sp* rep from * 
to * 15 times, ss into starting ch of prev rnd, fasten off 


> BLOCKING 

Using a press cloth, gently steam press on the reverse with a hot iron, 
taking care not to allow the paper twine to become too hot or burn. If 
necessary, pull the petals into a neat shape whilst they are still warm (not 
hot), then press again and allow to cool. 


> MAKING UP 

Flower Stem 

First: using a 3.5mm hook and paper twine, and leaving a 20cm (8in) tail 
of twine, *ch10, pf* rep from * to * twice, ch5, ss between any two petals 
of flower motif, fasten off. 


Next: using the yarn needle and 20cm (8in) tail of yarn, sew a button to 
the end of the flower stem. Fasten off securely. 


Add Hanging Loop 
Join paper twine in the top of the 8th petal from the flower stem, ch5, pf, 
ch15, ss into 15th ch from hook. Fasten off and weave in loose ends. 


GEOMETRY GARLAND 


| think it's fair to say that l'm more than a little bit in love 
with crochet flowers, but as much as | adore pretty 
petals | can't resist some cute geometry and this 
garland is as cute as it gets! The Geometry Garland is a 
great way to teach little ones their shapes, making it the 
perfect nursery decoration. l've chosen a pretty Scandi- 
inspired, gender-neutral palette of colours so it would be 
the ideal baby shower gift for expectant parents who are 
keeping a secret. 


Tools and Materials 


٠ Size 3mm (US C2 or D3) and 1.5mm (US 7) crochet hooks 
٠ 50g balls (155m/170yd) of DMC Natura Just Cotton, one each in 
shades N85/Giroflée (yarn A), N12/Light Green (yarn B), NO5/Bleu 


Layette (yarn C), N53/Bleu Night (yarn D) and N81/Acanthe (yarn E) 
e 100g ball (400m/437yd) of DMC Petra size 5, one in shade 
54460/Off-white (yarn F) 
٠ Yarn needle 
e Scissors 


Yarn Substitution 


This design will work well with any standard 4ply (fingering) weight yarn 
or lighter, so that the motifs don't become too heavy for the garland. 


Tension (Gauge) 


7 rnds in tr sts (12st increase each rnd) = 10cm (4in) 


Finished Size 
Shapes vary from 4.5-6.5cm (1%4-2 in) 
Length of garland approx. 1.6m (1%yd) 


TIPS AND TRICKS 

You can crochet a colourful pennant garland using only the basic 
triangle motif. To make the triangles larger, simply continue working 
in the set pattern beyond row 7 until the pennant is the required 


size. Alternatively, to create a stars and moon garland, combine the 
star motif with a simple circle motif.

> HEXAGON MOTIF 


Make 3. 
Foundation ring: using yarn B and 3mm hook, ch5, ss to form ring 
Round 1: ch3 (counts as first tr), 11tr into ring, ss into 3rd of starting ch3 


Round 2: ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into base of ch3, *T[tr, ch2, tr] into 
next stT, 2tr inc into next st* rep from * to * 5 times, rep from T to T once 
more, ss into 3rd of starting ch3 


Round 3: ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into 2sts, *T[tr, ch2, dc into 2nd ch 
from hook, tr] into corner ch-spf, tr into 4sts* rep from * to * 5 times, rep 
from T to T once more, tr into next st, fasten off invisibly

Make 4. 
Foundation ring: using yarn A and 3mm hook, ch8, ss to form ring, 
Round 1: ch3 (counts as first tr), 19tr into ring, ss into 3rd of starting ch3 


Round 2: ch6 (counts as first tr, ch3), *miss 1st of prev rnd, [tr, ch3] into 
next st* rep from * to * 9 times, ss into 3rd of starting ch6 


Round 3: ch1, dc into base of ch1, *Adc into ch-sp, dc into tr st of prev 


rnd* rep from * to * 9 times, 4dc into next ch-sp, fasten off invisibly 


> BLOCKING 


Using a press cloth, steam press each motif on reverse with a hot iron to 
the correct size: 


Wheel motif: 5.5cm (2'/4in) diameter 
Hexagon motif: 5cm (2in) edge to edge

BLOSSOM WREATH 


This sweet, vintage-inspired floral wreath is an ideal 
project to indulge your love of crochet flowers. The 
wreath is wrapped in a luxury alpaca yarn and the 
flowers are crocheted using linen, which helps to ensure 
they keep their three-dimensional shape. | have chosen 
a fresh spring palette of mint, orange, pink, yellow, ivory 
and duck egg blue that is a little bit retro, making this 
wreath perfectly granny chic! 


Tools and Materials 


Size 3mm (US C2 or D3) crochet hook 

50g (300m/330yd) balls of Yarn Stories Linen 3ply (laceweight), one 
each in shades 508/Pink (yarn A), 703/Yellow (yarn B), 102/Off-white 
(yarn C), 409/Orange (yarn D) and 310/Mint (yarn E) 

50g (40m/43yd) ball of Wool and the Gang Wooly Bully Alpaca, one 
in shade Mr Blue Sky (yarn F) 

17cm (6^in) diameter wreath form 


Pale pink velvet ribbon, 30cm (12in) long 
One 2cm (%in) button 
Yarn needle 


Scissors 
Sewing needle and thread to coordinate with ribbon 
Adhesive tape or glue 


Yarn Substitution 


Any beautifully textured yarn will be ideal for wrapping the wreath form, 
and any 4ply (fingering) yarn or lighter will work well for the flowers, to 
ensure that they do not become too large for the wreath size.

In this pattern popcorn stitches are worked using 5 treble stitches and 
chain stitches worked afterwards are not counted as part of the popcorn 
stitch.

Make 8 in yarn E. 
Foundation chain: ch8 


Round 1: starting in 2nd ch from hook *dc, htr, Str, htr, dc*, [ch3, dc into 
3rd ch from hook] leaf point, rotate the work and rep from * to * along the 
bottom of the foundation ch, fasten off 
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LARGE FLOWER MOTIF‏ حا 


Make 3, one each in yarns A and B, B and C, and D and A. 
Foundation ring: ch6, ss to form ring 


Round 1: ch2 (counts as first htr), 7htr into ring, ss into 2nd of starting

Round 2: ch6 (counts as first htr, ch4), *htr, ch4* rep from * to * 7 times,

To ensure the flower and leaf motifs retain their three-dimensional shape, 
do not block or press. 


Wrap Wreath Form 


Using yarn F, tape the end of the yarn on the back of the wreath form, or 
glue in place. Begin wrapping the yarn around the wreath form ensuring 
that each yarn wrap is neatly and tightly gathered next to the one before 
it on the inside of the wreath (the wreath form will still be visible on the 
outer edge after the first layer of wrapping). Wrap a second layer of yarn 
around the wreath form and begin to fill in the gaps on the outer edge. 
Then continue wrapping for a third layer to fill in any remaining gaps. 
Fasten off securely at the back. 


Add Hanging Loop 

Fold the velvet ribbon over by 1cm Ain) at one end, then wrap this end 
tightly around the top of the wreath. Using the sewing needle and 
coordinating thread, secure the folded end to the main length of ribbon 
with a few small stitches, then add a few small stitches to anchor it to 
the wreath. 

At the opposite end of the ribbon, fold over 1cm (*%in), then fold over 


another 4cm (1'/^in) to create a loop; secure with a few small stitches. 
Sew the button in place over your stitches and fasten off. 


Add Flowers 


Using one strand of coordinating linen yarn, sew each flower and leaf 
motif into place, using the photograph of the finished wreath as a guide 
to placement. Fasten off and weave in loose ends. 


DAY DREAMER DREAMCATCHER 


Dreamcatchers originate from the Ojibwe people of 
North America who believed they would protect 
sleeping children from bad dreams. Originally they were 
hung from the hoop of a cradleboard where the bad 
dreams would become entangled in the delicate web- 
like net, allowing only good thoughts to pass through to 
the dreamer. This belief has now been adopted and 
adapted by many people across the world and | keep 
one hanging in my studio to remind me not to dwell on 
negative or uncreative thoughts.

It is easy to make your own fabric ribbons from a long quarter of 
standard quilting cotton fabric measuring approx. 25 x 112cm (10 x 
44in). Here, l've used Meadow Blossoms organic cotton in white 
from the Lotus Pond collection by Rae Hoekstra. Along the fabric 
selvedge, mark 2.5cm (1in) intervals with a fabric pen, then take 
your scissors and cut approx. the same distance into the fabric at 
these points. Tear the fabric into strips and discard any loose 
threads. Steam press your fabric ribbons with a hot iron before use.

Foundation ring: using 3mm hook and two strands of yarn held together 
ch8, ss to form ring 


Round 1: cha, 2dtr-cl (counts as first 3dtr-cl), *ch3, 3dtr-cl* rep from * to

Round 2: ch1, [dc, htr, tr, ch2, tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into

Make 4 streamers 2 long and 2 short.

First: using 3mm hook and two strands of yarn held together, leave a 
20cm (8in) tail of yarn, ch4, 3tr-cl into 4th ch from hook, ch3, ss into base 
of cl st

Add Buttons 

Using a yarn needle and the 20cm (8in) tail of yarn at the beginning of 
the crochet streamer, sew a button to the first bud of each streamer. Sew 
another three buttons onto random buds of the long streamers and two 
onto random buds of the short streamers. 


>œ MAKING UP 
Fabric-wrap Metal Ring 


Wrap a 7.5cm (3in) section of the metal ring with double-sided tape. At 
the halfway point of the taped section, secure one end of a fabric strip at 
a 45-degree angle and start to wrap it around the metal ring, half 


overlapping itself with each wrap to cover the ring completely (one fabric 
strip should be sufficient to do this). When you reach your start point, 
secure the end of the fabric strip with a small piece of double-sided 
tape, then bind in place with a length of yarn. 


Add Dreamcatcher Web 

Use the sprung pegs to hold the dreamcatcher web in place inside the 
metal ring. Using the yarn needle threaded with a 1.5m (60in) length of 
doubled yarn, thread it through the top of any double crochet stitch of 
the last round of the dreamcatcher web and tie it securely onto the metal 
ring. Working whip stitch around the metal ring and through the top of 
each double crochet stitch, sew the web to the ring, ensuring even stitch 
spacing all the way around. Fasten off securely. 


Add Fabric Ribbons 

Take a fabric ribbon and fold it in half so that there is a loop at the centre. 
Pass the loop around the dreamcatcher ring and through a 3ch crochet 
space at the bottom edge of the dreamcatcher web (your crochet hook 
will be useful in tight spaces here). Pass the ends of the fabric ribbon 
through the loop and pull the loop tightly closed. 


Repeat for the remaining four fabric ribbons, adding them to alternate 
3ch crochet spaces at the bottom edge of the dreamcatcher web. 


Trim the fabric ribbons to varying lengths to create a deep V shape at the 
bottom. 


Add Crochet Streamers 


Using a yarn needle and the 20cm (8in) tail of yarn at the end of the long 
crochet streamers, securely sew each one either side of the central 
fabric ribbon. Repeat with the short crochet streamers placing them 
between the outer fabric ribbons. Fasten off. 


Add Hanging Loop 


First: using 3mm hook and two strands of yarn held together, leave a 
30cm (12in) tail of yarn, ch6 


Next: pass crochet chain through the top of the dreamcatcher web and 
around the metal ring, ss into first ch to secure in place 


Next: ch6, 3tr-cl into 4th ch from hook, ch3, ss into base of cl st, ss into 
next ch, ch3, 3tr-cl into base of cl st, ch3, ss into base of cl st, turn work 
and ss between 2 buds just created 


Next: ch30 (or to desired length), ss into 8th ch from hook to form ring 
Next: 14dc into ring, ss into first dc, fasten off and weave in loose ends 


To finish: using a yarn needle and the 30cm (12in) tail of yarn, sew the

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OVERSIZED WALLFLOWER 
HANGING 


These oversized wallflowers are a fabulous way to add a 
touch of tactile crochet to your living space. While they 
can be used individually as trivets around your kitchen 
and dining table, they look absolutely stunning when 
joined together to create a colour-blocked geometric 
wall hanging. 
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Tools and Materials 


٠ Size 12mm (US P17) crochet hook 

٠ 500g cones (99.5m/108yd) of Wool And The Gang, Jersey Be Good, 
one each in shades True Blue, Spearmint Green and Hot Latte 

٠ Yarn needle, wide-eyed blunt 

e Scissors 

e Sewing needle and strong thread 


Yarn Substitution 


If you substitute the yarn with another jersey yarn, be sure to use the 
correct hook, as jersey yarns can vary greatly between manufacturers. 
This pattern will scale well to suit any hook and yarn size you choose, 
but remember that using a different size hook and yarn will alter the 
finished size of your flowers. 


Tension 


Individual wallflowers should measure 24.5cm (9%in) in diameter when 
blocked. 


Finished Size 


The wallflower hanging should measure 67cm (26in) long by 1m 
(39'^in) wide. 


TIPS AND TRICKS 


When sewing in loose ends of jersey yarn, to easily thread it onto 
the wide-eyed needle first unroll it. Once flat, fold it in half and 
thread it through the eye; a few centimetres will be enough it hold it 
securely.

> WALLFLOWERS 

Make 9, three each in Spearmint Green, True Blue and Hot Latte. 
Foundation ring: using jersey yarn and 12mm hook, ch8, ss to form ring 
Round 1: ch3 (counts as first tr), 19tr into ring, ss into 3rd of starting ch3 
Round 2: ch2, tr into next st (counts as first tr2tog), *ch3, tr2tog over 
next 2sts* rep from * to * 9 times, ch3, ss into top of first tr2tog 


Round 3: ch1, [dc, htr, tr, ch1, tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into 
first dc, fasten off yarn and weave in loose ends 


> BLOCKING 

First insert your fingers or thumbs into the ch-sp of opposing petals and 
pull the flower to stretch out the motif; do this with all petals. Then, lay 
the flower face down and gently steam press on reverse, allowing the 
steam to penetrate through to the front of the flower. Gently pull the 
flower into a neat shape, even out the petals and allow to dry fully. 


> MAKING UP 


Joining Flowers 


Lay the flowers face down in the colour arrangement shown in the 
finished photograph. Then, with the sewing needle and strong thread, 


use a whip stitch to join the petals together at the points marked with a 
red star on the chart, ensuring that the stitches will not be seen from the 
right side. 


Displaying Hanging 

Small panel pins are ideal for displaying the wallflower hanging as they 
will be hidden amongst the flowers once the display is complete. Five 
panel pins will be enough for this hanging, one for each flower motif 
along the top edge. Once you have marked the positions of the panel 
pins on the wall, hammer each into place leaving 1cm fin) protruding, 
which is just enough to hold the hanging without them being seen.

SIMPLE FOLK CIRCLE 
POTHOLDER 


If you have never crocheted a potholder before, this 
simple granny circle is a great place to start. Just as 
easy to work as your basic granny square, it can be 
quickly crocheted in a couple of hours. It is made using 
a beautifully soft yet sturdy mercerized cotton, which is 
an ideal fibre for daily use in the kitchen as it can 
withstand regular washing and is resilient to high 
temperatures. Practical and pretty! What more do you 
need from a potholder? 


Tools and Materials 


e Size 3mm (US C2 or D3) crochet hook 

٠ 100g balls (280m/306yd) of DMC Petra size 3, one each in shades 
Ecru (yarn A), 5742/Yellow (yarn B), 53814/Emerald (yarn C), 
54463/Sky (yarn D), 5722/Orange (yarn E) and 54461/Pale Pink (yarn

Round 3: ch4 (counts as first tr, ch1), [3tr shell, ch1] into 7 ch-sps, 2tr 
into last ch-sp, ss into 3rd of starting ch4, fasten off 


Round 4: join yarn B in any ch-sp, ch3 (counts as first tr), [tr, ch1, 2tr 
shell, ch1] into same ch-sp, [2tr shell, ch1] twice into each ch-sp around, 
ss into 3rd of starting ch3, fasten off 


Round 5: join yarn A in any ch-sp, ch3 (counts as first tr), [2tr shell, ch1] 
into same sp, [8tr shell, ch1] into each ch-sp around, ss into 3rd of 
starting ch3, fasten off 


Round 6: join yarn C in any ch-sp and work as given for rnd 4, fasten off 


Round 7: join yarn D in any ch-sp, ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into same 
sp, 2tr shell into each ch-sp around, ss into 3rd of starting ch3, fasten off 


Round 8: join yarn E between any 2tr shells of prev rnd, ch3 (counts as 
first tr), [tr, ch1] into same sp, [2tr shell, ch1] between 2tr shells around, 
ss into 3rd of starting ch3, fasten off 


Round 9: join yarn A in any ch-sp, ch3 (counts as first tr), 2tr shell into 
same sp, 3tr shell into each ch-sp around, ss into 3rd of starting ch3 


Round 10: ch3 (counts as first tr), Str shell into each sp between Str 
shells of prev rnd, 2tr into last sp, ss into 3rd of starting ch3, fasten off 


Round 11: join yarn D between any 3tr shells of prev rnd and work as 
given for rnd 5, fasten off 


Round 12: join yarn F in any ch-sp of prev rnd and work as given for rnd 
5, fasten off 


Round 13: join yarn B in any ch-sp and work as given for rnd 4, fasten 
off 


> MAKING UP 


Join Front and Back Panels 


Weave in loose ends of front and back panels. Lay front and back panels 
together, with WS facing, and line up the stitch pattern at the centre. 
Using the yarn needle and 30cm (12in) tail of yarn, sew the two panels 
together using a whip stitch through the centre hole and tr sts of rnd 1; 
fasten off yarn between the two panels and weave in the loose end. 


Edging 


All of the edging sts are worked through corresponding ch-sps of both 
panels together. 


First: with front panel facing, line up the stitch pattern at the edge of the

Continue round 1: rep from * to * 26 times, 6tr into next ch-sp, ss into 


first dc, fasten off and weave in loose ends 


> BLOCKING 


Using a press cloth, steam block on reverse with a hot iron. 


FABULOUS ROSE POTHOLDER 


This potholder design was inspired by all those 
gorgeous little rose motifs in Irish crochet with their 
layers upon layers of densely worked petals. It is a motif 
that | find endlessly inspiring, and here | am paying 
homage to Irish crochet by working the rose panel in 
traditional white, then adding a pop of colour with a 
sunny yellow background. This is a must have for any 
potholder wall.

Round 4: ch8 (counts as first htr, ch6), *htr between dc sts of next 2 
petals of prev rnd, ch6* rep from * to * 7 times, ss into 3rd of starting ch8 


Round 5: ch1, [dc, htr, etr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into first dc 


Round 6: *ch7, ss between dc sts of next 2 petals* rep from * to * 8 
times 


Round 7: ch1, [dc, htr, 8tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into first dc 


Round 8: *ch8, ss between (dc sts of) next 2 petals* rep from * to * 8 
times 


Round 9: ch1, [dc, htr, 10tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into first 
dc 


Round 10: *ch9, ss between dc sts of next 2 petals* rep from * to * 8 
times 


Round 11: ch1, [dc, htr, 2tr, 8dtr, 2tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss 


into first dc, fasten off 


Round 12: join yarn A in 5th st of any petal of prev rnd, ch10 (counts as

FILET DAISY POTHOLDER 


Traditional filet crochet designs are most often seen 
worked in rows using treble crochet and chain stitches 
to create a mesh-like grid, and by filling the spaces with 
more treble stitches an array of interesting patterns can 
be produced. However, the same idea can just as easily 
be applied to circular motifs, using densely placed treble 
stitches and increases separated by that familiar open 
mesh work as can be seen on my Filet Daisy Potholder. 
It is worked in two layers and the petals of the daisy 
motif are aligned with joining double crochet stitches to 
maximize the beautiful filet effect.

TIPS AND TRICKS 


In crochet, turning a circular motif into a square one (squaring a 
circle) can sometimes be tricky, especially as your tension can 
influence the outcome greatly. If your potholder begins to cup or 
ripple a little when working rounds 7 to 9, it's likely that the blocking 
process will resolve the issue. However, if it begins to resemble a 
bowl or becomes too floppy, re-check your tension and adjust your 
hook size accordingly.

Round 3: ch1, dc into base of ch1, dc into 13515, 20dc into ch-sp, dc 
into 15sts, *T2dc inc into corner stf, dc into 17sts* rep from * to * 6 
times, rep from T to T once more, dc into next st, fasten off invisibly and 
weave in loose ends 


> BLOCKING 


To avoid crushing the popcorn stitches, steam block only; do not press.

CUSHION 


This design was originally inspired by my appreciation of 
vintage quilt designs, particularly postage stamp quilts 
made from small squares of fabric. | love how even the 
simplest design can lend itself to a vast array of 
interpretations and colour arrangements, although | 

have always been particularly fond of this classic 
chequerboard pattern.

TIPS AND TRICKS 


A great stash-busting project for those precious leftovers that you 
can't bear to part with. Each tiny square motif uses approx. 4m 
(4°/yd) of yarn, and if you can find 40 different colours in your stash, 
one for each tiny coloured square, you will be able to crochet a truly 
unique cushion cover.

> FRONT PANEL 


Crochet Tiny Square Motifs 
Make 40 in yarn A; 8 in yarn B; 7 each in yarns C and D; 5 each in yarns

Foundation ring: using yarn and 3.5mm hook, ch6, ss to form ring 


Round 1: ch4 (counts as first tr, ch1), [4tr, ch1] 3 times into ring, 3tr into 
ring, ss to 3rd of starting ch4 


Round 2: ch3 (counts as first tr), *T[2tr, ch1, 2tr] into corner ch-sp, miss 
1 st of prev rndT, tr into 3sts* rep from * to * 3 times, rep from T to T 
once more, tr into 2sts, fasten off invisibly 


Join Tiny Square Motifs 

Arrange the tiny square motifs face up in an 8 x 11 grid, matching the 
arrangement shown in the colour placement diagram to create a 
chequerboard design. 


Using yarn A, join the motifs from the back, working in rows of dc 
stitches vertically then horizontally. Crochet 1 dc into each corner ch-sp 
and 1 dc into the top of each side st. When working the horizontal joining 
rows, simply crochet over the top of the vertical rows when you come to 
them.

Row 11: ch1, dc into 8sts, *ch2, miss 1st of prev row, dc into 9sts* rep 
from * to * 5 times, turn 


Row 12: chi, *dc into 9515, 2dc into ch-sp* rep from * to * 5 times, dc 
into 8sts, fasten off 


Row 13: with RS facing join yarn C in rightmost st of prev row, ch1, dc 
into 63sts, fasten off

Rows 1-3: on the other short end of the front panel work as given for 
rows 1-3 of section 1 


Rows 4-30: rep row 3 of section 1 
Row 31: ch1, dc into 58sts, turn 


Row 32-34: rep row 31, fasten off

Join Side Seams 


All side seam sts are worked through corresponding sts and ch-sps of 
both front panel and back panel sections together. 


First: fold section 2 of the back panel onto the front panel with WS 
facing, and pin in place along the sides, lining it up with 8 of the tiny 
square motifs of the front panel 


Next: fold section 1 of the back panel and pin in place along the sides,

Blissful Plump from the Skein Queen, each colour 
expertly hand-dyed to match one of my favourite 
palettes of the moment, intense sapphire blue with 
coral, soft peach, mint and amethyst.

Round 4: ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into 4th ch from hook, tr into 8sts, 
miss 1st of prev rnd, [2tr, ch2, 2tr] into corner ch-sp, tr into 8sts, f2tr inc 
into 3rd of ch3 of prev rnd, ch2, slip working loop onto a stitch holder

Round 2: ch2, htr into ch st at the end of rnd 2 of first section, turn, tr 
into ch-sp of prev rnd, tr into 2sts, miss 1st of prev rnd, [2tr, ch2, 2tr] into 
corner ch-sp, tr into 2sts, miss 1st of prev rnd, 2tr into ch-sp, ch2, ss 
into f2tr inc of rnd 3 of first section 


Round 3: ch2, htr into ch st at the end of rnd 3, turn, tr into ch-sp of 
prev rnd, tr into 5sts, miss 1st of prev rnd, [2tr, ch2, 2tr] into corner ch- 
Sp, tr into 5sts, 2tr into next sp (created by htr of prev rnd), ch2, ss into 
f2tr inc of rnd 4 of first section, turn 


Round 4: ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into ch-sp, tr into 8sts, miss 1st of 
prev rnd, [2tr, ch2, 2tr] into corner ch-sp, tr into 8sts, 2tr into next sp 
(created by htr of prev rnd), ch2, fasten off invisibly to 3rd of starting ch3 
of rnd 4 of first section 


Finish Triangle Square Motif 


Next: using yarn needle, pick up tail of yarn from end of first section and 
fasten off invisibly to 3rd of starting ch3 of rnd 4 of second section 


Join Triangle Square Motifs 

Arrange the triangle square motifs face up in a 5 x 5 grid matching the 
arrangement shown in the colour placement diagram to create a 
pinwheel design. 


Using yarn A, join the motifs from the back, working rows of dc stitches 
vertically then horizontally. Crochet 1 dc into each corner ch-sp and 1 dc 
into the top of each side st. 


Note that due to the construction technique of the triangle square motif, 
where the colour change is in the corner of the motif, either the first or 
last joining sts (excluding the corner sts) should be worked through the 
corner ch-sp and first or last side st. This will become apparent when 
working the rows of joining sts.

Round 3: ss into side sp (between ch3 and first tr of prev rnd), s-tr, 2tr 
into same sp, *T[3tr, ch2, Str] into corner ch-spfT, 3tr shell into side sp* 
rep from * to * 3 times, rep from T to T once more, ss into top of s-tr 


Round 4: s-tr, 3tr shell into next side sp, *T[8tr, ch2, 3tr] into corner ch- 
spt, 3tr shell into 2 side sps* rep from * to * 3 times, rep from T to T once 
more, 2tr into last side sp, ss into top of s-tr 


Round 5: ss into side sp, s-tr, 2tr into same sp, 3tr shell into next side 
sp, *T[8tr, ch2, Str] into corner ch-spT, Str shell into 3 side sps* rep from * 
to * 3 times, rep from T to T once more, Str shell into side sp, ss into top 
of s-tr 


Rounds 6-22: rnds 1 to 5 set the pattern for the basic granny square 
motif, continue in this way for rnds 6 to 22, fasten off invisibly

Round 7: ch1, [dc, htr, 4tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into first 
dc, fasten off 


Round 8: join yarn D between any 2 dc sts (last and first sts of petals) of 
prev rnd, ch1, *bp-htr onto dc st of rnd 6, ch5* rep from * to * around, ss 
into first bp-htr 


Round 9: ch1, [dc, htr, tr, 3dtr, tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into

Round 10: join yarn E between any 2 dc sts of prev rnd, ch1, 0۵0-۲ 
onto same st of rnd 8, ch6* rep from * to * around, ss into first bp-htr 


Round 11: ch1, [dc, htr, tr, Adtr, tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into 
first dc, fasten off 


Round 12: join yarn A between any 2 dc sts of prev rnd, ch1, *bp-htr 
onto same st of rnd 10, ch7* rep from * to * around, ss into first bp-htr 


Round 13: ch1, [dc, htr, tr, 5dtr, tr, htr, dc] into each ch-sp around, ss into 
first dc, fasten off 


Round 14: join yarn B between any 2 dc sts of prev rnd and work as 
given for rnd 12 with bp-htr sts worked onto those of rnd 12 


Round 15: work as given for rnd 13, fasten off

Round 25: s-tr, tr into 21sts, *t[2dtr, ch2, 2dtr] into corner ch-sp, miss 
1st of prev rndT, tr into 38 sts” rep from * to * around, rep from T to T 
once more, tr into 16 sts, ss into top of s-tr

Round 1: s-tr, [2tr, ch1] into ring, [3tr, ch1] 3 times into ring, ss into top of 
s-tr 

Round 2: s-tr, [3tr, ch1, 3tr] into next 3 ch-sps, [8tr, ch1, 2tr] into last ch- 
Sp, ss into top of s-tr 


Round 3: ss into side sp (between s-tr and first tr of prev rnd), s-tr, 2tr 
into same sp, "T[3tr, ch1, 3tr] into corner ch-spT, 3tr shell into side sp* 
rep from * to * 3 times, rep from T to T once more, ss into top of s-tr 
Round 4: s-tr, 3tr shell into next side sp, *T[8tr, ch1, 3tr] into corner ch- 
spt, 3tr shell into 2 side sps* rep from * to * 3 times, rep from T to T once 
more, 2tr into last side sp, ss into top of s-tr 

Round 5: ss into side sp, s-tr, 2tr into same sp, 3tr shell into next side 
sp, *T[8tr, ch1, Str] into corner ch-spT, Str shell into 3 side sps* rep from * 
to * 3 times, rep from T to T once more, Str shell into side sp, ss into top 
of s-tr 

Rounds 6-18: rnds 1-5 set the pattern for the basic granny square 
motif, continue in this way for rnds 6-18, fasten off 


> BLOCKING 


Steam block the back and front panels to 34cm (131/^in) square. 


> MAKING UP 
Edging 
All edging sts are worked through corresponding sts and ch-sp of both 


front and back panels together. Lay panels, with WS facing, lining up the 
edges and work as follows: 


Round 1: with front panel facing, join yarn D in top of first st (of both 
front and back panels) after button flap, ch1, dc into base of ch1, dc into 
5515, *T3dc into corner ch-spT, dc into 54sts* rep from * to * 3 times, rep 
from T to T once more, dc into 6sts, dc into front loop of 42sts in front of 
button flap, ss into first dc 


Next: pull working loop through same sp just worked ss to back of work, 
turn work and dc into 42515 of back panel, ss into first edging st after 
button flap, fasten off 


Round 2: with front panel facing join yarn A in first st after 3sts of any 
corner, ch1, dc into base of ch1, *T[sdc into next st, dc into 2sts] 18 
times, 3dc into next stt, dc into 2 sts* rep from * to * 3 times (working 
along the RS of the button flap only), rep from T to T once more, dc into 
next st, ss into first dc. Fasten off and weave in loose ends 


Add Buttons 

On row 2 of the button flap mark 8th, 17th, 26th and 35th sts with a pin, 
then with the sewing needle and thread, sew a button onto each of the 
marked sts. 


CANDY CORN CUSHION 


How many times have you splurged out on a gorgeous 
skein of colourful sock yarn, or beautiful hand-dyed 
4ply, only to have it languish at the bottom of your stash 
basket awaiting the perfect project to make the most of 
its beauty? If it's more than you care to mention, then 
this cushion cover might just be the one to finally tempt 
you into winding one or two of those precious skeins 
into a ball. The popcorn stitches - an absolute joy to 
crochet - are so good at making the most of variegated 
yarns by showing off every colour to maximum effect, 
and the white background really makes those popcorns 
pop! l've used a wonderfully soft, pure merino yarn for a 
cushion cover that feels as good as it looks.

50g balls (180m/197yd) of Rowan Wool Cotton 4ply, two in shade 
483/White (yarn A)

Five 1.5cm (sin) buttons

e Stitch markers (optional) 


e Yarn needle 


Scissors 
e Pins 
Sewing needle and thread to coordinate with yarn B 


Special Stitches 

pc = popcorn stitch 

In this pattern popcorn stitches are worked using 5 treble stitches 
followed by 1 chain stitch. Also, in following rounds when working into 
the top of popcorn stitches, crochet into the first treble stitch and not the 
chain stitch. 


Tension (Gauge) 


6 rnds in tr sts (12st increase each rnd) = 10cm (4in) 


Finished Size 


35cm (14in) diameter 


TIPS AND TRICKS 


If you prefer to keep track of your increases and pattern repeats 
with stitch markers, place them before each repeat sequence as 
indicated by the first * in each round of the written pattern. Small 
safety pins or snippets of contrasting yarns are good alternatives to 
shop-bought stitch markers.

Round 16: join yarn A in first st of any 2tr inc of prev rnd, ch3, tr into 
base of ch3 (counts as first 2tr inc), tr into 14sts, *2tr inc into next st, tr 
into 14sts* rep from * to * around (192sts), fasten off invisibly 


Round 17: join yarn B in first st of any 2tr inc of prev rnd, ch3 (counts as 
first tr), tr into next st, *pc, tr into 2sts* rep from * to * around, pc into last 
st, fasten off invisibly 


Round 18: join yarn A in any tr st of prev rnd, ch3 (counts as first tr), tr 
into each st around (192sts), fasten off invisibly 


Round 19: join yarn C in any st of prev rnd, ch3 (counts as first tr), tr into 
next st, *pc, tr into 2sts* rep from * to * around, pc into last st, fasten off 


invisibly 
Round 20: join yarn B in any pc st of prev rnd and work as given for rnd

Round 21: join yarn C in any pc st of prev rnd and work as given for rnd

Round 22: rep rnd 20 


Round 23: join yarn A in any st, ch3, tr into base of ch3 (counts as first 
2tr inc), tr into 15sts, *2tr inc into next st, tr into 15sts* rep from * to * 
around, ss into 3rd of starting ch3 (204sts) 


Round 24: s-tr, tr into each st around, ss into top of s-tr (204sts) 
Button Flap 

Row 1: ch1, dc into base of ch1, dc into back loop only of 64515, turn 
Rows 2-5: ch1, dc into 65sts, turn, fasten off 

> BACK PANEL 

Work as given for the front panel to the end of rnd 24. 


Buttonhole Section 


Row 1: ch1, dc into base of ch1, dc into 9515, *ch2, miss 1st of prev rnd, 
dc into 10sts* rep from * to * 5 times, ss into next st, fasten off 


> BLOCKING 


Gently steam block the front and back panels to approx. 34cm (13%in) 
diameter without over stretching the edges as they should cup to fit the 
cushion insert. 


> MAKING UP 

Edging 

All edging sts are worked through corresponding sts of both the front 
and back panels together. 


First: place the front and back panels together, with WS facing, and line 
up the button flap and buttonhole section 


Next: with the front section facing, join yarn C in first st (of both front and 
back panels) after button flap, ch1, dc into base of ch1, dc into each st 
around to the beginning of the button flap, dc into front loop of 65sts in 
front of button loop, ss into first dc 


Next: pull working loop through same space just worked ss to back of 
work, turn work and “dc into 10515 of back panel, 5dc into ch-sp* rep 
from * to * 5 times, dc into 10515, ss into first edging st after button flap, 
fasten off and weave in loose ends 


Add Buttons 


On row 2 of the button flap, mark 11th, 22nd, 33rd, 44th and 55th sts 
with a pin. Sew a button onto each of the marked sts with the sewing 
needle and thread.

100g skeins (137m/150yd) of Blue Sky Alpacas Worsted Cotton, five 
in shade 80/Bone (yarn A) and one each in shades 61 7/Lotus (yarn 
B), 638/Dandelion (yarn C), 604/Aloe (yarn D), 644/Lavender (yarn E), 
642/Pink Parfait (yarn F) and 632/Mediterranean (yarn G) 

Yarn needle 

Scissors 


Yarn Substitution 


Any standard worsted weight yarn can easily be substituted for the 
stated yarn; however, checking your tension carefully beforehand is 
strongly recommended. 


Tension (Gauge) 


31/2 rnds of circular motif worked in tr sts (12st inc each rnd) = 10cm (4in) 


Finished Size 
Approx. 115cm (45%in) diameter when blocked 


TIPS AND TRICKS 


Large-scale circular designs can sometimes be tricky, even when 
you match the stated tension as closely as possible. Any minor 
cupping or rippling may be resolved with blocking. Address more 
pronounced cupping or rippling in the crochet process: after every 
few rounds lay out the work to see how it is progressing. If you have 
severe cupping, try omitting one or two rounds before the main 
increase round; for any severe rippling, try repeating the round 
before a main increase round once or twice. If you check your 
progress, making any necessary amendments as you go, your throw 
will lay flat.

TIPS AND TRICKS 


If you add the dot motifs as you go, you will find that the work is 
much easier to handle than if you were to add them at the end once 
all the daisy motifs have been joined together. So add the first row 
of dot motifs as soon as the first two rows of daisy motifs have been 
joined together, then alternate between adding a row of daisy motifs 
with a row of dot motifs.

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GRANNY CHIC PINWHEEL

The humble granny square is a crochet icon that has 
stood the test of time, providing many crocheters with 
endless hours of colourful crochet therapy. However, in 
the spirit of granny chic style, it is always exciting to find 
new ways to rejuvenate and refresh a classic, so here 
l've incorporated the granny square into a fabulously 
pretty pinwheel design.

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PATTERN 


The triangle square motif is crocheted in two halves: the first section in 
one colour, where the work is turned at the end of each round; the 
second granny square section in multiple colours, where each round is 
worked individually in the same direction. It is then crocheted onto the 
first section and joined at the beginning and end of each round with slip 
stitches and half treble stitches. For step-by-step guidance on where to 
accurately work these stitches, see Techniques. 


Triangle Square Motif - First Section 

Make 35. 

Foundation ring: using yarn A and 4.5mm hook, ch6, ss to form ring 
Round 1 (RS): ch3 (counts as first tr), 2tr, ch2, Str, ch1, turn

Rounds 5-15: rnds 1-3 set the method for the simple single-colour part

The colour placement in the second section of each triangle square motif 
is worked randomly using yarns A-L. However, one ball of yarn A and 
half a ball of yarn B should be kept aside to work the joining seams and 
edging.

Rounds 5-14: rnds 3 and 4 set the method for adding the granny square 
part of the pinwheel.

Round 15: join yarn in first ch-sp of prev rnd, ch3 (counts as first tr), 2tr 
into same sp, 13 x 3tr shell, [3tr, ch2, 3tr] into corner ch-sp, 14 x 3tr 
shell, ch2, fasten off invisibly to 3rd of starting ch3 of rnd 15 of first 
section

Next: using yarn needle, pick up tail of yarn from end of first section and 
fasten off invisibly to 3rd of starting ch3 of rnd 15 of second section

Joining Triangle Square Motifs 


Arrange the triangle square motifs face up in a 5 x 7 grid, as shown in 
the photograph, to create a pinwheel design. 


Using yarn A, join the motifs from the back working in rows of dc 
stitches horizontally then vertically. Crochet 1 dc into each corner ch-sp 
(ch-sp and side st where there is a colour change in the corner of the 
triangle square motif) and 1 dc into the top of each side st. When 
working the vertical joining rows, simply crochet over the top of the 
horizontal rows when you come to them.

Round 1: join yarn A in any corner ch-sp of blanket, ch3 (counts as first

© Adjustable ring (or magic loop) 


The adjustable ring method (or magic loop as it is also known) is used in 
motifs, such as squares and circles, that are worked in rounds. It is 
especially useful for creating a tight foundation ring that can be closed 
completely, unlike a chain stitch ring. It is also good for motifs that are 
worked outwards from a point, eliminating the unsightly knot of a slip 
knot loop from the beginning of the work to give a much neater finish. 


1: Holding tail of yarn securely, wrap the working yarn twice around the 
tip of your forefinger, 


3: pull through to create a starting loop and chain 1 to secure; continue 
with first round of pattern as required. 


4: To close the ring, pull on the tail of yarn to begin closing the first ring, 


5: before the first ring is closed, pull on this ring to close the second ring

They blend more neatly into the surrounding 
stitches, unlike the chain stitches, which can leave an unsightly starting 
line in the finished crochet piece. 


1 and 1a: Pull working loop to the height of a treble stitch and hold in 
place with the tip of your forefinger, from right to left pass the hook 
behind the 2 threads of this loop,
